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This little pamphlet is presented to the 
friends of the school to show our starting 
point, the advancement, the good being 
accomplished, and the need of aid. 

We began in the public schools of 
Gloucester in 1879, in this log cabin which

was erected and used as a prai7er-meeting 
house before the war, and is y2t used for 
that same purpose. In this small, dark 
room we taught over 75 pupils. 

In the following year we superintended 
the erection of the Bethel public school 
building, in front of which you see the 
great number of children. Here we taught 
successfully until 1887, haying three (3) 
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BETHEL SCHOOL BUILDING. 


teachers, and an enrollment of 196 pupils. 

Seeing the pressing need of an indus- 
trial school for this section of Virginia, 
this school was put into the hands of 
others, and we entered upon the work of 
establishing the needed industrial school 
in 1888. 

In October, 1888, we opened school 
in an old store-house, with only four (4) 
pupils. Coming out of a well arranged 
and crowded school-room, into this dilapi- 
dated make-shift, and only four (4) pupils, 
made us feel queer, and, in fact, it did look 
foolish to many. But having made a start 
in the direction which we felt sure to be 
right, did not look back, but daily pressed 
onward, collecting money and teaching. 


“LIV H GNOWHOL 


purchased, at Cappahosic, Oet. 27th, 
we opened school in Richmond Hall, which 
had been erected and partly completed 
that summer. 

Since that time the farm has been put 
in cultivation, other buildings erected, -

and a shoe-shop established. Two classes 
have ‘graduated, each of which is out 
doing good work; and at present there 
are 70 pupils in attendance, and 6 teachers 
employed, including those in charge of 
departments. 

We began, in 1888, without one cent, 
to-day the school is valued at $12,000.00.

The object of the school is to make good 
and useful citizens, and to train teachers, 
preachers, mechanics, fi armers, and leaders 
tor the race.

To the Honorable A. B. Evans, Judge of the 
Circuit Court of Gloucester County : 


The undersigned petitioners present this 
certificate duly signed and acknowledged 
according to law, and pray for a charter 
according to the following terms, consider- 
ations, and for the objec f and purposes 
herein set forth: 

Whereas, on the 18th day of Feb., 1888, 
the citizens of Gloucester County held a 
meeting.organized for the purpose of es- 
tablishing an Agricultural and Industrial 
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High School, in the County of Gloucester; 
the said School being for charitable, 
literary, and benevolent purposes; and 
appointed trustees for the same. 
Therefore, be it granted, that Thomas C; 
Walker, R. H. Franklin, F. D. Lee, John 
W. Booth, William B, Weaver, James T, 
Tonkins, S. B. Chapman, W. A. Haywood, 
Jd. R. Bray, and Arthur Boykins, and such 
others as they may associate with them, 
and their successors be and are hereby 
constituted a body politie and corporate by 
the name of the Trustees of the Gloucester 
Agricultural and Industrial High School, 
and they shall have perpetual successions 
and a common seal and by the name afore- 
said they and there successors shall be 
capable in law and shall have full power 
and authority to acquire, hold, possess, 
purchase, receive, and retain to them and 
their successors forever, any lands, ten- 
ements, rents, goods, chattles, or interest 
of any kind whatsoever, which may be 
given or bequeathed to them or by them 
purchased for the use of the institution of 
learning to be called the Gloucester A gri- 
cultural and Industrial High School. 
They and their successors shall have 
power to transfer, convey and dispose of 
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the same in any manner whatsoever they 
adjudge most useful to the interest and 
legal purposes of the said institution; and 
by their corporate naine may sue and im- 
plead and be sued and impleaded may 
answer and be answered in all courts of 
law and equity; but the said board of 
trustees nor their successors shall not. per- 
sonally be responsible for any of the debts 
and obligations of said institution. 

And that when there shall be avacaney in 
the board of trustees, occasioned by death, 
resignation, removal or refusal to act, the 
remaining trustees, or a majority of them, ° 
shall on being notified by the secretary or 
president, supply the vacancy at the next 
annual meeting. The said board of 
trustees shall have power to make and 
adopt a constitution and by-laws, rules and 
regulations to control manage and operate 
the institution hereby incorporated.” The 
said institution shall be controlled and 
managed by such rules and regulations as 
the said board shall from. time to time 
inake. The said institution shall be 
governed only by such rules and regula- 
tions as the said board shall make. 

The curreculem shall embrace such 
branches of learning as relates to agricnl- 
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tural ana Manoel arts, W canouie exe fading 
other. scientific and classical studies, and 
includiug military tacties.
